We totally disapprove of these schemes, and 
they appear to us to be so crude and impraeti- 
cable, as to merit ridicule rather than remark 
or opposition, But wilder’ prejects than they 
have been attempted by laws and proclamations, 
emanating from the sages at Washington ; pnd 
why may not the present receive their sanction ? 

Employing state banks must give rise to jeal- 
ousy and diseust, if one only in each city should 
engross the public money ; and on the other hand, 
a distribution of the collection among them will 
produce embarrassment ; and may eccasion inse- 
curity of the public deposits. What it may be - 
asked is to be rained by those who are inimical 
to the Bank of the United States, if the Umon 
Bank be substituted for it? The Smith party 
have not been able to sway the one institution a- 
ny more than the other. Simith’s object we re- 
peat it, is to have a new institution so modelled, 
that he may make himself and his friends diree- 
tors,which will give bis fraternity new and unmer- 
ited facilities, since the navy department pours ho 
more secret streams of money into their pock- 
ets. For this purpose, he is desirous that the 
plan may provide for anumber of the directors 
being appointed by government. 

To the system of exchequer bills he is also 
inimical, because when they once xct into circu. 
lation, they will probably be adhered toon ac- 
eount of the benclit they confer upon the treasu- 
ry, and thus stand in the way of his erormous 
banking establishment. Toa government plun- 
ged iumothe labyrinth of borrowing, and sur- 
rounded by events portending not only an en- 
creasing demand for money, but a correspond- 
ent diminution of revenue, the circulation of its 
own paper money wil be so fascinating, as to en- 
courage the attempt to make it supercede bank 
paper altogether. Should it obtain currency, it 
has advantages over bank paper, as well ay dis- 
advantages torwhich the later is not subject. 
Who woutd no: prefer a ciroulating medium 
bearing an interest, whilst it is passing ever so 
rapidly from hand to hand, rather than bank 
notes, whicltr bear no enerease in value? If this 
paper system should take effect, it must be bot- 
tomed upon the credit and solveney of the gov- 
ernment, at a crisis when the very resort to such 
an expedicnt for raising supplics, is a proof of 
its decline and want of means to pay. But this 
will be overlooked by the over-weening admi- 
rers of democracy, which consideration, com- 
bined with the aputude of a new project to daz- 
zle and subdue the popular mind, may inspire in- 
to the new Exchequer bills a lite, however ephe- 
meral. The dreadiul eftects of a competition 
between bank paper and this government particu- 
lar, cannot be described. No new bank of the 
United States can go int6 operation, specie Must 
be driven from our sight, and all sorts of paper 
medium rush through a rapid depreciation, mito 
anvihilation ; to the ruin of hundreds of thou- 
sands of families, and the impoverishment oi the 
whole country.—They who recollect the seenes 
of the American war, need now a picture 'o be 
drawn of the misery of an unsubstastial system 
of paper money.

It may justly be ques- 
tioned, whether there will ever be established 
in any country, one so well designed to unite

parties and to —_ tle interest of the com- 
munity. It will increase the revenue, and fa- 
cilitate the eollection of it. Tt will throw into 
circulation, fronptime to time, as much money 
as may be required; and by these means, it 
will be the general regulator of money and 
banks; and while it moves a thousand wheels 
of industry, it will check any excess in the 
circulating medium. The wisdom of the gov- 
ernment will aid the body of directors, m the 
wise management of this great and collective 
source of national andvindividual wealth. As 
the President will be invested with power to_ 
appoint one fifth or more, of the directors, it 
will constantly engage the discerning cye of 
the executive; and as twenty-five directors 
will be appointed by the stockholders, to waich 
over, conduet and preserve its best interest, 
no institution will be betcer guarded, or have 
clearer prospects of extensive usefulness and 
profit. ‘Fhere is at this particular period, an 
absolute necessity for a quick check jen our 
State Banks; and nothing will more effectu- 
ally counteract their pernicious and danger- 
eus course, than a New Institution, established 
ona grand scale. The principal commercial 
cities of Kurope, in the times of their greatest 
‘* prosperity, have had banks, as for example, 
“those of Amsterdam, Genoa, and Venice.
